1 . SUMMARY: THE WEST BANK PRESS GREETED THE RIYADH 
SUMMIT DECISIONS WITH JOY AND OPTIMISM AND CALLED 
FOR QUICK, COMPLETE AND IMPARTIAL IMPLEMENTATION. 

KUDOS TO SAUDI ARABIA AND KUWAIT, DISCREET ADVICE 
FOR IRAQ AND LIBYA, AND AN EYE TOWARDS NEGOTIATIONS 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE. END SUMMARY. 

2. THE WEST BANK ARABIC PRESS WAS UNANIMOUS IN 
EXPRESSINGJOY AND OPTIMISM AT THE RESULTS OF THE 
RIYADH SUMMIT WHICH, ACCORDING TO AL QUDS, OCT. 20, 
"PORTEND, FOR THE FIRST TIME, A RELAXATION IN THE 
LENANESE CRISIS." 

3. HOWEVER, AL QUDS WARNED: "THERE ARE NUMEROUS 
AND VARIED FACTIONS WITHIN LEBANON AND OUTSIDE WHICH 
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THESE SMALL EXTREMIST FACTIONS OF THE LEFT AND RIGHT MUST BE 
DEALT WITH RESOLUTELY AND WITHOUT GENTLENESS." 

4. AL FEJR, OCT. 20, ALSO WELCOMED THE RIYADH DECISIONS, 

BUT CALLED FOR A NEUTRAL SECURITY FORCE TO IMPLEMENT 

THEM. THIS NEUTRALITY, AL FEJR SUGGESTED, COULD BE 

BEST ASSURED IF THE TROOPS WERE SUPPLIED BY 

RELATIVELY DISINTERESTED PARTIES SUCH AS TUNIS, ALGERIA AND 

MOROCCO. 

5. WHILE SAUDI ARABIA AND KUWAIT WERE SINGLED OUT FOR 
PRAISE FOR THEIR ROLE IN THE SUMMIT, AL QUDS, OCT. 21, 

DIFFERED WITH IRAQ AND LIBYA OVER THE ADVISABILITY OF 
AN EXPANDED SUMMIT. "DESPITE THE SUCCESS OF THE RIYADH 
SUMMIT, AND EXPANDED SUMMIT IS NEEDED SINCE THERE ARE OTHER 
ARAB DIFFERENCES. ..E.G. BETWEEN EGYPT AND LIBYA, SYRIA 

AND IRAQ, ALGERIA AND MOROCCO, AND THE PALESTINIANS AND 
JORDAN." 

6. CITING VIEWS OF HIGH AMERICAN OFFICIALS THAT A SOLUTION 
TO THE LEBANESE CRISIS INCREASES PROSPECTS FOR AN OVERALL, 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION IN THE REGION AND STATEMENTS OF SADAT 
AND THE SOVIET UNION, AL QUDS PREDICTED A COMING PHASE OF 
WIDESCALE POLITICAL ACTIVITY AND CALLED UPON 

ARABS TO UNITE AND SPEAK FROM A POSITION OF STRENGTH 
SO AS TO OBTAIN THE GREATEST FRUITS OF THIS ACTIVITY. 

7. COMMENT. WEST BANK PRESS REACTION TO THE SUMMIT 
DECISIONS SEEMS TO DERIVE MORE FROM THE ATMOSPHERE 
OF RECONCILIATION AT RIYADH RATHER THAN ANY PROFOUND 
STUDY OF THE DECISIONS THEMSELVES. THIS 

REACTION REFLECTS A BELIEF WIDELY HELD BY WEST BANKERS 
THAT THE PLO LEADERSHIP HAS ERRED BADLY IN LEBANON 
IN ALLOWING PALESTINIANS THERE TO BE DRAWN INTO AN 
EXTRANEOUS STRUGGLE AGAINST A POWERFUL, FORMER ALLY-SYRIA. 
A FACE-SAVING OUT WHICH LEAVE THE PLO INTACT IS AN 
ANSWER TO THEIR PRAYERS.
